PRIORITY JOB 

“Of first priority, and some¬ 
thing I expect to be involved 
in immediately, is bringing 
about a dialogue with the out¬ 
side organizations which have 
grievances. 

“1 think it’s absolutely neces¬ 
sary to get the boat back on an 
even keel and get the job done 
for the people who need help.” 

Guerra said he found out 
about his appointment Tuesday 
night. 

“There is no reason this com¬ 
munity cannot get together and 
reach an agreement. We are in¬ 


telligent people and we can sit 
around the table and iron out 
problems so we can help the 
people who need help,” Guerra 

said. 

As director of the Neighbor¬ 
hood Youth Corps for the EOC, 
Guerra was in charge of a pro¬ 
gram to get part-time jobs for 
teén - agers from low - income 
families. 

Before joining the EOC, he 
was dean of Overfelt High 
School, where he had worked 
tor 18 years. 

‘CEASE-FIRE” 

Tuesday, Potts called for a 
“cease-fire” to avert an almost 
certain collision with leaders 
of the Mexican-American com¬ 
munity. 

■The Mexican - Americans 
asked Monday in a letter to the 
EOC that Potts be fired. 

In calling for a cease-fire, 
Potts said: 

“The commission could ini¬ 


tiate this move or the Mexican- 
American groups could initiate 
it. They should sit down in open 
session and have a candid ex¬ 
change of views in terms of 
where the hell we are going 
with this program.” v 

“Mavbe we ought to declare 
a cease-fire here and see if the 
Mexican-Americans and the 
Anglos can sit down and talk 
through What is needed to make 
this program effective.” 

TAKES ISSUE 

Earl Willow, Mfl Baird Av«„ 
Santa Clara, chairman of the 
Alviso-Agnew service center 
board, took issue with Potts’ 
statement, saying Pott»’ was 
promoting racism. 

“When a director states that 
Mexican-Americans and Anglo* 
can sit down and talk this thing 
through he is obviously trying to 
line up the Anglo community 
behind him. And against our 
Mexican- Amanean friends.”

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Potts Suspended 
-Probe Sought 


Executive Director Ar 
thur Potts was suspended 
for one month Thursday 
night by the County Eco¬ 
nomics Opportunity Com¬ 
mission which then recom¬ 
mended a man fired by Potts 
last week be reinstated. 

The commission also voted 
unanimously to request a fed¬ 
eral investigation of Potts' ad¬ 
ministrative policies. 

The EOC appointed deputy 
director Mark Guerra to serve 
as executive director during 
Pott's suspension. It also voted 
to recommend to Guerra that he 
reinstate Edgar Cumings. 

PLOT ROLE 

Cumings, coordinator of area 
service centers, was fired last 
Friday by Potts after he ad 
nutted taking part in a staff 
plot to unseat Potts. 

Guerra said today he would 
reserve the decision to rehire 
Cumings until after he meets 
with his staff department heads 
"I kind of think I'm going to| 
operate for the time being with 
an administrative committee of, 
lop staff professionals,’’ he said 
Decisions will be made by con¬ 
sultation with division heads " 
The decision to suspend Polls 
was hammered out in a hectic 
meeting that saw anti- and pro- 
Potts factions of the commis¬ 


sion facing each other over the 
hurdle of the state's Brown 
Act.

Deputy County Counsel Wil¬ 
liam Siegel opened the meet¬ 
ing by citing the Brown Act, 
the anti-secrecy law: The per:

Father Gorman’s amendment, 
in effect a substitute motion, 
passed by a 16 to 3 vote. 

Federal regional office field 
representative Tom Cutler told 
the commission the first ques¬ 
tion his office would probably 
ask would be: 

"Why can't the commision 
handle this (the investigation) 
itself?” 

Guerra was elevated by ex¬ 
ecutive director during Potts' 
suspension on a motion by Su¬ 
pervisor Sam P. Della Mag 
giore. 

Guerra was appointed deputy 
[director by Potts only Tuesday. 

FULL PAY 

After the vote moving Guerra: 
up, Potts immediately left the: 
auditorium. He will draw full 
pay during the suspension. 


Opposition to Potts has come 
mainly from the Mexican- 
American community and 
groups which favor poverty 
'programs to remedy local prob¬ 
lems. 

While not opposing the multi¬ 
service center idea approved by 
the commission, they feared too 
much central control would 
hurt local anti-poverty efforts. 

Potts had said he favored pro¬ 
grams with "county-wide im¬ 
pact." 

The inability to come to an 
agreement on this point, fueled 
by Potts’ long refusal to 
appoint a Mexican-American as 
deputy director, led to the com¬ 
mission's action Thursday. 

TAKE A REST 

‘I’m going lo take a 31-day 
rest,” said Polls, after the 
meeting. “I'm glad to see 
a federal investigation. I hope 
they investigate the whole pro¬ 
gram from one end to the oth¬ 
er. I hope some conclusions w ill 
come out of it. 

"You can't run a program 
like this with pressure groups, 
unless they are willing to co¬ 
operate in terms of a commun¬ 
ity coalition " 






PREPARING APPEAL 
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Potts To Fight* 
EOC Dismissal

Arthur Potts, ousted chief at 
the county’s war on poverty, 
isn't going , to take his firing 
lying down. 

Potts said Friday he will 
take advantage of the appeal 
mechanism set up by the Eco¬ 
nomic Opportunity Commission 
Thursday night when it voted 
11-7 to dismiss him. 

He will have two weeks in 
which to prepare his appeal, 
j The commission agreed to call 
a special meeting to hear it. 

Potts said Friday he has 
\ not had an opportunity to de¬ 
fend himself in the power strug¬ 
gle by Mexican - American or¬ 
ganizations which ended in his 
firing. 

"There have been issues." 
Potts said, "but there have 
never been formal charges made 
against me or my administra¬ 
tion. I will accept this oppor¬ 
tunity to appeal to the commis¬ 
sion.” 

Potts alko criticized the new 
EOC bylaws which make it pos¬ 
sible for a majority of the com¬ 
missioners at any meeting to 
carry an action. 

Firing of the executive direct¬ 
or should require a two-jhird 
majority of the commission, h 
said. 

Otherwise it’s "too unstabl 
a situation for the commissio 
or an executive director to opei 
ate in. It doesn't provide fo 
continuity or permanence. HTi 
vote was 11 to 7 this time. Ne> 
time it could be the reverse."

LOSES CONFIDENCE VOTE 


CDC’s Heavy Artillery 
Forces Casady To Quit

BAKERSFIELD—Simon Cas¬ 
ady, white-maned foe of Amer¬ 
ica’s role in Viet Nam, re¬ 
signed as president of the Cal¬ 
ifornia Democratic Council Sat¬ 
urday night after he failed in 
his bid for a vote of confidence 
from the CDC convention. 

His resignation meant that 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown—and 
probably most other Democrats 
in top state-wide jobs—will fly 
here today to accept CDC en¬ 
dorsement in their re-election 
campaigns. 

Brown, who supports the 
Johnson administration’s pros¬ 
ecution of the Viet Nam war. 
had announced earlier that he 
would not come to Bakersfield 
this weekend if Casady re¬ 
mained at the helm of the CDC. 

Casady lost in his try for a 
vote of confidence on a “cliff 
hanger” roll call at the end of 
a raucus, rowdy session 
marked by boisterous cheering 
as well as frequent boos and 
cat-calls. 

The crucial vote was S5J 

for Casady to 1,M1 against 

him, with six abstentions. 

The lead in the balloting 
swung back and forth at least 
twice before the decisive anti- 
Casady pattern set in, and 
neither side knew ahead of time 
what the outcome would be. 

Immediately after the vote 
against Casady, the convention 
adopted, by voice vote, a by¬ 
laws change which cuts short 
immediately the terms of all 
CDC officers and directors. 

This meant that an entire 
new slate of CDC officers must 
be elected this morning. 

Casady was on the stage of 
the huge Bakersfield auditori¬ 
um, but not presiding, during 
the vote which signaled the end 
of his leadership. As the vote 
was announced he came smil¬ 
ing to the lectern, to the tune 
of generous applause from the 
delegates who — with mixed 
emotions — had just turned 
their backs on him. 


“TTie delegates have spoken 
at this great convention,” said 
Casady, a former El Cajon 
newspaper publisher. “The vote 
is decisive. It is your wish that 
I no longer remain as your 
president. So in keeping with 
my promise, I intend to sub¬ 
mit my resignation as of the 
close of the present session of 
this convention.

PEOPLE AND POLITICS: 


Politicians Zero In On Minority Groups

The recent history of Santa 
Clara County’s Mexican- 
American population provides 
a classic illustration of the 
techniques used by political 
parties and pressure groups 
in battling for minority bloc 
votes. 

The 1960 census showed 
Santa Clara County with the 
state’s second largest Span¬ 
ish-speaking population, trail¬ 
ing only Los Angeles County. 
There were 77,755 people here 
with Spanish-sumames, repre¬ 
senting 12.1 per cent of the 
whole Santa Clara County 
population at that time. 

Quite obviously, this con¬ 
centration of Mexican-Ameri¬ 
ca ns — rapidly growing more 


politically alert — represents 
a target for both political par¬ 
ties. The Democrats, for a 
long time, were much smart¬ 
er than the Republicans, in 
the way they zeroed in on 
this target. 

• • • 

WRITTEN OFF — For the 
most part, the GOP’s attitude 
toward Mexican - Americans 
was largely one of writing 
them off. 

The Democratic majorities 
in the East San Jose precincts 
were so strong that only re¬ 
cently did the Republicans 
exert more than a token ef¬ 
fort there. 

Pompeyo Garcia, long a 
leader in the Mexican-Ameri- 
can community here, guesses 
that in 1952, probably 99 per

cent of his people were Dem¬ 
ocrats. 

But this is slowly changing. 
Five years ago, he says, some 
5 per cent of the local Mexi- 
can-Americans were Republi¬ 
cans, and he estimates the 
proportion today at 10 to 20 
per cent. 

• • • 

EXTREMISTS — Isaías Agui¬ 
lera, president of the San Jose 
Chapter of the Mexican- 
American Political Associa¬ 
tion, has found his organiza¬ 
tion to be not only a battle¬ 
ground between Democrats 
and Republicans. More spec¬ 
tacularly, it has become a 
target for extremists, both of 
the extreme right and ex¬ 
treme left. 

The invasion from the left 
came about a year and a half 
ago 

Because MAPA tries to be a 
broad, community-based or¬ 
ganization, its membership is 
open to persons of all na¬ 
tional and racial origins. In 
this respect, it is like the 
NAACP. 

Suddenly, during the 1964 
campaign, MAPA found itself 
with a vocal faction of left¬ 
wingers whose names had no 
Mexican ring at all. These 
were neople like James K . 
(Bob) Lindsey, who ran lor 
tne San Jose city council tnfs 
year with tne declaration, "i 
am a Marxist. lammiaVorg T 
socialism. " 

UlheTS Were Francis Fink 
Peter Szeeo. fred Hirsch and 
John riernsteln, all member s 
.of the..clique that gravitates 
around Assemblyman William

Fink worked so hard in 
MAPA that the local chapter 
made him its secretary. 

This ultra-liberal group 
worked mightily from within 
last year to win Stanton’s pre- 
primary endorsement for 


Stanton in the 25th Assembly 
District primary. 

OTHER SIDE — But at the 
same time, MAPA was being 
invaded by another bunch of 
Anglos, the Democrats sur¬ 
rounding Stanton’s more con¬ 
servative challenger, John P. 
McEnery. People like Don 
Cornish, a public relations 
man and general roustabout 
in the McEnery campaign, 
took out MAPA cards. 

In a bitter fight, the McEn¬ 
ery people wrested MAPA’s 
endorsement away from Stan¬ 
ton, who had had it in 1962. 

During the Stanton-McEnery 
campaign, Aguilera had not 
yet become MAPA’s president 
here. He was for McEnery, 
but was also Mexican-Ameri- 
can County chairman for Alan 
Cranston’s U S. Senate cam¬ 
paign for $100 a week. This 
lined him up with the lib- 
eralsi in the Cranston effort, 
and with the moderates or 
conservatives on behalf of 
McEnery. Aguilera says Stan¬ 
ton’s lieutenants tried to ~get 
him fired from his Cranston 
job. They failed, but he wa s 
compelled to stop working for 
McEnery . 

• • • 

BIRCH — A new factor has ¡ 
entered the MAPA, with some 
infiltration■ by the far right. 
Ray Gurries, one of the 
Bircher members of the Re¬ 
publican County Central Com¬ 
mittee, has paid his MAPA 
dues. 

Shortly after Aguilera was 
elected local MAPA president 
last spring, he was also 
named as chairman of the 
Mexican-American Commit¬ 
tee in the Stanton recall cam¬ 
paign. 

About the same time the 
leftwing faction tried to have 
Aguilera’s election overturned 
because of alleged irregulari¬ 
ties, but the effort flopped .

Dear Americana: 

The grievance of the Mexican-American Community against Mr. Arthur 
Potts, Director of the County Economic Opportunities Commission and the 
war on Poverty started in August, 1965. The reasons were sincere, and 
honest. There wa 3 inadequate recognition of the Mexican-American Comm¬ 
unity at "Policymaking" levels of the Anti-poverty program, the prin¬ 
cipal target group. A Mexican-American Deputy Director and more repre¬ 
sentation on the commission were the main complaints. 

On Wednesday, February 2, 1966 a Mexican-American was appointed as 
Dqjuty Director of the Santa Clara County Economic Opportunity Comm¬ 
ission. l\.0% of the employees were Mexican Americans, and there were 7 
Mexican-American Commissioners out of 19. At the present time there are 
9 Mexican-American Commissioners out of 21 in the E.O.C. It took some 
time, but we have received everything we were fighting for. 

Why do same of the Mexican-American leaders and Anglos continue 
their fight against the E.O.C. ? 

Two weeks before Mr. Mark Guerra was appointed Deputy Director 
some of the leaders decided to support Dr. Arturo Cabrera for Executive 
Director and Mr. Phil Buskirk for Deputy Director. After Hr. Mark 
Guerra was appointed Dqp uty Director they decided to continue as planned. 
Dr, Arturo Cabrera is the leader of the coalition to fire Mr. Potts 
from the E.O.C. post. I do not know if Mr. Phil Buskirk knows this, but 
it was Mr. Bob Rodrigues who was the first person who asked me if I would 
support Cabrera and Buskirk. Later Dr. Arturo Cabrera and Mr. Lino Lopez 
asked me for the same support. During this time Mr. Fred Hirsh and Att. 
John Thorne, part of the clique that gravitates around Assemblyman 
William Stanton, D. San Jose joined in the fight against Mr. Potts. The 
same clique that tried to get me fired from my Cranston for U.3. Senator 
as County Co-Chairman job in 196i|. and the "leftwing faction" who tried 
to have my election as President of the San Jose Chapter of MAPA over¬ 
turned in May, 1965. Yet some persons expect me to work with this group. 

The artical written by Mr. Dick Flood in the San Jose Mercury News, 
dated Sunday, February 20, 1966 entitled "Man who walked alone" feels 
"Revolution's" Wrath, left out some important facts and information. The 
meeting described in this article was held on Friday nigfit, February 18 . 
1966. The majority of the members of the Son Jose Chapter of MAPA were NOT 
present at this meeting and neither they nor I knew that this issue was 
going to come up. I was suprised to see Ed Mercado and John Castro at 
this meeting because they were both C.D.C. delegates in the delegation 
in favor of Casady to the State convention at Bakersfield during the 
same weekend. 

During this meeting I was convicted in a kangaroo court with 5 
employees of the E.O.C., earning their salary from our TAX HONEY, as 
jury members, they were: Mr. Jose Lopez, staff member of the E.O.C. 
who furnishes all inside information to the coalition. Dr. Edgar Cumings, 
Tom Frontera, Sylvia Torres, and Beatrice Gonzales. Dr. Arturo Cabrera 
and Fred Hirsh were the leaders of this action. Before the meeting was 
called to order, Mrs. Sylvia Torres turned in NEW MAPA membership cards 
to our Treasurer from Dr. Edgar Cumings, Jose Lopez, Tom Frontera and 
two weeks before she turned in membership cards for two other NEW mem¬ 
bers Albert Pinon and Jose Martinez and before that she turned in a NEW 
membership card for John Bernstein. 




Fred Hirsh and his wife Virginia Hirsh secretary in the Law offices 
of John Thorne and Assemblyman William Stanton, D, San Jose, renewed 
their membership and I also received a new membership card from Ed 
Mercado by mail, paid by Mercado for Peter Szego. Mr. and Mrs. Hirsh 
renewed their membership the same meeting* 

Neither the San Jose Chapter of MAPA nor the Gardner District 
Council passed a resolution, motion or anything else on the issue of 
firing Mr. Potto, pro nor coni11l 

I feel that the fight against Mr. Potts and the S.O.C. is no longer 
sincere, honest, ahd in behalf of the poor. I also feel that Mr. Potts 
should have been given a chance to answer the charges before firing 
him. There Í3 a right way and a wrong way for firing any person and I 
feel that the way Mr. Potts was fired is the wrong way. 

We do not live in Cuba, Russia or Red China, where people do not 
have freedom of speech nor freedom of any kind. I refused to participate 
with any group that believed that freedom of speech and freedom to be 
'different only pertains to them and not to any other American. GOD help 
us if we ever lose the freedoms that so many Americans have died forllll

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E. O. C. TAKEOVER — The power struggle 
within the EOC represents what can happen 
when a just and necessary cause falls into 
the hands of political opportunists. The 
movement among the leaders of the Mexican 
American organizations was long overdue, 
and it was successful. 


A Deputy Director of Mexican des¬ 
cent was appointed and the personnel of the 
structure reflected proper adjustments. 


From the very beginning the motiva¬ 
tion was to correct bias and unfair treatment 
of all citizens of our county, and particular¬ 
ly those of the Mexican American compon¬ 
ent. At the point where this was accomplish¬ 
ed the fight kept on, however, for an entirely 
different motive. It is no longer in pursuit 
of fairness and due process of order, but 
rather for the singular purpose of advancing 
the special interests of a group from the far 
left of the political spectrum. It is unfortu¬ 
nate that several dedicated persons who have 
been caught in the web of this now ill-guided 
movement will, for their mistake, be forced 
to accept the companionship of people who 
apparently like to use any ethnic group which 
will turn over its souls and minds to a power 
structure during the heat and emotion of 
battle. For others there is the false glory 
of patronage, a "payola" for their surname. 


But for the many, the man on the 
street, there is the price of setback. Can he 
continue to have pride in his accomplish¬ 
ments; can he continue to strive for earned 
advancement? His daily life has taken on 
additional public notice of ethnic ties to the 
few who have aligned with those of extreme 
views as pawns for political power. In real¬ 
ity the few represent fewer, but in the eyes 
of the public (Anglo and Mexican American) 
eleven commissioners voted with self inter¬ 
est for a left wing power grab. It seems now 


that the only proper course is to denounce 
the bearded agitator approach and work for 
honest, fair, representative action by the 
members of the commission. 

The Economic Opportunity Commission 
should be dedicated to the uplift of standards 
and opportunities for all, not for the political 
uplift of a few nor for the political oppor¬ 
tunities of special interest groups.
